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Minimum wage 
hike ‘a job-killing 
policy,’ critic says

Notley defends

Alberta Premier Rachel Notley 
says it was time to lock in min¬ 
imum wage increases that .guar¬ 
antee workers will be paid SI 5 
an hour by 201fi. 

The government has had ex¬ 
tensive discussions with stake 
holders and economists, Notley 
said in Calgary on Tuesday. The 
increases are sustainable and 
provide a fair wage for those 
who need it the moat, she said. 

“We believe that we're strik¬ 
ing the right balance.” 

When asked about potential 
job losses, she said she didn’t 
think that will happen. 

Motley made the comments a 
day after Labour Mi nis ter Chris¬ 
tina Gray announced cabinet turd 
passed the required regulation to 


not only raise the rate to S'l 2_20 
an hour this October, but also to 
boost it again in October 2017 
and once more in October 2018. 

The changes can only be re¬ 
scinded by Motley's cab met or by 
a successor government 

Business groups and oppos¬ 
ition critics have been urging 
Motley’s government to rethink 
the increases or. at least, further 
investigate their implications 
on the economy before acting. 

They say the raises are too 
much, too fast, and will fur¬ 
ther cripple businesses already 
hurt by a protracted slump in 
oil prices. 

Amber Ruddy of the Canadian 
Federation of Independent Busi¬ 
ness said the province is blindly 
pursuing an ideological agenda. 

"This government has ignored 
their own advisers, entrepre¬ 
neurs and the facts," said Ruddy, 
whose organization represents 
small-business owners. "Every 
policy that’s coming down is a 
job-rilling policy, and it’s time to 
change things.” tihecanad an press

Council nixes call-ins and Skypes 

Even as a new generation asks to be involved in the democratic process using 
new technology, city councillors will only hear you out in person at public hearings.

City councillors hung up on al¬ 
lowing citizens to participate in 
the democratic process by phone 
or videoconferencing Tuesday, 
despite pleas from younger resi¬ 
dents that some can't pail icipate 
as a result. 

The idea first came forward in 
May from Conn. Andrew Knack, 
who championed it on behalf 
of the city's Next Gen Commit¬ 
tee. Currently, the public can 
only speak on issues they care 
about in person at council, and 
it’s only if they are outside city 
limits that the rules allow them 
to phone in. 

Knack proposed changing 
the rules. 

As council discussed the idea 
Tuesday, Next Gen member hu¬ 
ge ne Chen told council that for 
many younger professionals tak¬ 
ing an afternoon to come ad¬ 
vocate at a public hearing isn’t 
practical. “It's a difficult thing 
when they are starting their ca¬ 
reers, talcing time off is difficult." 

He said anyone with a young 
child would also have a chal- 
lenge. 

“I don't imagine it would 
conducive For a toddler to he 
running around here." 

Patrick Kemo. another mem¬ 
ber of the committee, told coun¬ 
cil that it was missing out on 
the chance to hear from many 
people.

“We want to ensure that the 
city knows there tire people with¬ 
in that demographic that want 
to be engaged." he said.. 

But several councillors wor¬ 
ried allowing people to speak 
remotely would become a hin¬ 
drance during busy council 
meetings. 

Coun. Michael Oshry also 
questioned how r far the city 


should go to accommodate 
people that couldn’t make it 
to council. 

“Would you see the clerk read¬ 
ing off tweets that had been sent 
into the meeting or text messa¬ 
ges," he said. 

Coun. Dave Lnken added that 
participating in public debate 
often requires sacrifice. 

“if you really feel strongly 


about something and wanted 
to participate you will make 
it here " 

Knack argued the logistical 
issues would be worked out over 
time and council could make 
changes or tighter guidelines if 
the process was failing. 

He said the changes are not 
just about young people, but 
seniors, people with disabilities, 


or people living far from dow r n-

“It's realty about everyone and 
making sure we provide more 
opportunities for better public 
engagement. 

Councillors on the executive 
committee eventually voted to 
accept a report on the idea for in¬ 
formation —a procedural move 
that effectively kills it.

A judge ruled Tuesday dint news 
camera will be allowed in court 
to broadcast the verdict in the 
Travis Vader murder trial. 

Ruling in favour of the appli¬ 
cation made by several media 
outlets, Court of Queen's Bench 
Justice Denny Thomas railed the 
potentially precede nt-setting 
move “a one-off decision" based 
on a "unique set of facts* 

Thomas said broadcasting 
the verdict will provide an op¬ 
portunity to educate the public 
and increase faith in the justice 
system. He will not read his en¬ 
tire 131-page written decision 
on ain but the full version will 
be posted online. 

Vader pleaded not guilty to 
two counts of first-degree mur¬ 
der in the 2010 deaths of Lyle 
and Marie McCann, who van¬ 
ished on a camp ing trip. The 


McCanns were last seen fuel¬ 
ling their motorhome in their 
home town of St. .Albert and 
their burning vehicle was found 
two days later in a remote area 
west of Edmonton. 

T he Crown has argued that 
Vader was a desperate dniguser 
Living in a makeshift camp when 
he came across the McCanns 
and killed them. The defence 
contends that, without the bod¬ 
ies or a murder weapon, the 
Crown's case is based on sketchy 


circumstantial evidence, 

Cameras have never been 
allowed inside a criminal trial 
in Alberta. 

A court application submit¬ 
ted last week by the CBC, the 
Edmonton Journal:, Global News, 
CTV and the Canadian Press 
argued that public access by 
live feed is suitable to ensure 
the public gets an accurate ac¬ 
count of the decision. 

Media lawyer Matt Wood- 
ley said the broadcast will give 


many people their first chance 
tn see how things work in crim¬ 
inal court. 

“Km hoping that this will 
show that these things can be 
done in a way that will increase 
public scrutiny but will not have 
any detrimental effects to par¬ 
ticipants in the justice system." 
he said. 

The verdict will be broadcast 
and live streamed at 10 a.m. 
Thursday.

That province has had a 
cameras in the courtroom 
initiative since 2014. No 
proceeding which involves 
testimony is part of the

husband while the cameras 
rolled. Cameras have also 
been allowed in for an 
appeal hearing, a docket 
hearing and for arguments 
over the legality of a 
provincial sales tax hike.

Berries won't save polar bears

University of Alberta re¬ 
searchers studying polar 
bears have some troubling 
news. 

Kerries are a poor substi¬ 
tute for seal blubber, 

Polar bears usually hunt 
by waiting for seals to pop 
up for air through holes 
in sea ice, but as climate 
change melts ice coverage 
they're being forced onto 
land. 

And, according a new Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta study, even 
when polar bears have access 
to land-based food they lose 
as much as one kilogram of 
mass per day. 

“Lt is clear from this study 
that terrestrial resources 
cannot save these bears,* 
Professor Andrew Detacher 
said, in a release. 

“While polar bears are ex¬ 
tremely well adapted to ex¬ 
tended periods without food, 
there are limits to how long 
they can go.* 

The study, published in 
Physiological and Biochem¬ 
ical Zoology, weighed bears 
at the Polar Bear Holding La¬ 
ri Lit v in Churchill, Manitoba, 
from 2009 to 2014. 

Their weight loss was com¬ 


pared to free-ranging bears 
roaming Hudson Bay din ing 
the ice-free season. 

The population of bears 
near Churchill has declined 
by more than 30 per cent 
since the 19S0s, due to a 
shorter ice season.

Group demanding chief’s resignation

A group calling themselves 
the Alexander Women 
Warriors are demanding that 
Kurt Burn stick, the chief of 
Alexander First Nation, step 
down. 

Burnstick is charged with 
two counts of sexual ELSsault 
and one charge of breaking 
and entering for events that 


allegedly happened back in 
1985. His first court appear¬ 
ance on those charges is in 
Morinvilie on Oct. 19. 

He also pled not guilty in 
June to a separate charge of 
sexual assault in response to 
au alleged incident in October 
2015. He goes back to court for 
that in January. 

Alexander First Nation is 
a small community of about 
1,100 people located about half 
an hour north of Edmonton, 
near Morinville. 


Although Burnstick is in¬ 
nocent until proven guilty in 
court, the Warriors say they 
are “deeply offended" that he 
continues to represent the 
community publicly, includ¬ 
ing at discussions about mis¬ 
sing and murdered indigenous 
women. 

“It’s not just one or two 
charges, it's a pattern, and it 
goes back to violence against 
indigenous women in com¬ 
munities where often there 
is a vow r of silence to not talk 


about it.* said Janet Campbell, 
a spokesperson for the group. 

“Well, we "re not going to 
be silent,■" 

Campbell also said that 
the pending charges against 
Burnstick have also- started 
to distract from government 
functions. 

The Alexander Women War¬ 
riors will rally and march at 
11:30 a m. on Thursday at the 
Community Hall in Alexander 
in protest of Burnstick remain¬ 
ing as chief.

An addictions expert says Al¬ 
berta needy to improve public 
health surveillance in order to 
know how many opiate risers, are 
seeking out fentanyl rather than 
taking it because other drugs are 
no longer available. 

A Calgary doctor said Last week 
that almost half the patients at 
his clinic are seeking fentanyl els 
a drug of choice, but Edmonton's 
Metro City Medical Clinic direc¬ 
tor Hakique Virani SEtid it's hard 
to know for certain. 

“My sense is that there is a 
heck of a lot of fentanyl, there 
is very little heroin, and (the 
amount of) prescription opioids 
on the street is the SEime or less 
than they have been before," he 
said. “The challenge is, we’ve got 
really shoddy public health sur¬ 
veillance on this issue. 1 " 

Virani said a supervised injec¬ 


tion si te — recently backed by 
the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons of Alberta — would 
help widi surveillance. So would 
extensive collection of needle ex¬ 
change data, police seizure data 
and hospitEil records of urine toxi¬ 
cology for people who overdose. 

He has seen far fewer patients 
testing positive for heroin and 
prescription opioids over the last 
IS months, in May. Edmonton 
Police Service Det Guy Pilen told 
Metro that fentanyl appeared to 
have taken heroin's place on the 
city streets. 

fentanyl has killed more than 
150 Albertans in the fiist half of 
this year, and was responsible 
for almost 300 deaths last year. 

Virani said some might be 
seeking it out simply because it's 
easily available, despite warnings 
of its potency. 

“If you ask, "Well why do you 
use it,' you'll get aneyeroll back. 
Because anybody who under¬ 
stands the throes of addiction 
will know that they just don't feel 
they have a choice, 1 " Virani said. 

“So, in addition to being des¬ 
perate that they're living with an 
addiction, they’re also walking 
around fearful that they won’t 
see tomorrow."

The first of its kind in Canada, 
an A]beita research partnership 
will address women's mental 
health dining the early stages 
of pregnancy, as a University of 
Calgary researcher says treat¬ 
ment during postpartum can 
be too little, too late. 

On Wednesday, the Univer¬ 
sity of Calgary and the Royal 
Alexandra Hospital Foundation 
in Edmonton will announce a 
new research partnership that 
focuses on mental health far 
women in the perinatal stages 
of pregnancy. 

Dawn Kingston, an associate 
professor in the faculty of nurs¬ 
ing at the University of Calgary, 
will accept the faculty's fifth re 
search chair, the Lois Hole Hos¬ 
pital for Women Cross-tTmincial 
Chair in Perinatal Mental Health, 


to fund research for perinatal 
mental health. 

The chair’s goal, Kingston said, 
is to have a provincial screening 
system in place for pregnant 
women as part of their regular 
doctor visits. 

She said there are currently no 
screenings for women's mental 
health during the perinatal stage 


of pregnancy in Canada . 

"Although mental health is the 
most common problem in preg¬ 
nancy, we're not doing anything 
about it,” Kingston said. “Fifty 
to SO per cent of women that 
had postpartum depression had 
symptoms that actually stented 
in pregnancy that we could have 
detected.” 


Kingston said researchers have 
been testing escreenings, where 
women are given a tablet to com¬ 
plete the screening online while 
waiting in the doctor's office. 

That information could then 
be directly submitted to an in¬ 
tegrated referral system, where 
doctors can decide which women 
require further care. 


Researchers are also testing a 
series of free e-tberapies. Kings¬ 
ton added. She said e-therapies 
provide women with help right 
after their sc reening, rather than 
having to wait nine to 11 months 
for a psychologist or psychiatrist. 

“E-therapies may he all that 
women need." she said, noting 
some research suggests stress 
in the mom can cause mental 
health problems in the child. 

She said one-third of children 
are affected by perinatal stress 
and two-thirds of women don’t 
report their poor mental well 
being to their doctors. 

“It's hard for the child to learn 
at school. It’s hard for them to 
make friends.'’ she said, "'treating 
pregnancy, then, interrupts this 
ongoing cycle that will continue." 

Kingston said women can also 
end up in emergency rooms if 
their mental health issues went 
addressed. 

“Postpartum is too little, too 
late. That's not where mental 
health care begins,” she said. 

“if women fed like they're 
struggling with anxiety, depres¬ 
sion or high stress — or are not 
mire whether what they’re ex¬ 
periencing is normal or not — 
during pregnancy, then they 
need to raise it with ... doctors.”

The federal and Alberta govern¬ 
ments hope new research will 
help them understand how the 
Port McMurray wildfire is affect¬ 
ing the physical and emotional 
health of people who were forced 
from their homes or stayed be¬ 
hind to deal with the disaster. 

The governments are asking 
researchers to apply for grants to 
study how r the massive fire and 
evacuation affected the mental 
hettlth of adults and children, 
including addictions. 

There will also be money to 
look at posl-traumatic stress dis¬ 
order in first responders and 
cleanup workers and the effects 
of smoke and air pollution on 
respiratory health. 

Other researchers are to study 
how the wildfires affected in¬ 
digenous people, health care 
and emergency systems. 

The Canadian Institutes for 
Health Research. says the two- 
year projects are to be selected in 
October and begin in November 

The governments Eind the Care 
adian Red Cross hELve pledged S3 
million for the program.

ness might have a role to play. 

Nickel filed notice Tuesday 
that he will ask city adminis¬ 
tration to seek offers from pri¬ 
vate companies for proposals to 
operate lots at Clarcview Station 
and the future Mill Woods Town 
Centre Station, at the end of 
the Valley Line. 

He said there's already park¬ 
ing pressures in Mill Woods 
even without the new LRT line 
and the lots will be needed. 

"We have a lot of parasitic 


parking around the hospital, 
around the transit centre, the 
Mill Woods senior centre, that is 
a very, very busy area." be said. 

The new low-floor LK1 line 
will run from downtown end¬ 
ing in Mill Woods, where there 
are proposals to redevelop the 
existing town centre into a new 
mixed-use development. Nickel 
also said when the Valley Line 
opens in 2021 there is going to 
be a lot of -demand. 

'i want administration in 
front of the wave instead of 


under the wave," he said. 

There is also significant need 
at Clareview that needs to be 
addressed, Nickel added. 

Earlier this year, council 
moved to dramat ically increase 
the amount of paid spots at 
park and ride lots. Nickel said 
what price the private lots 
would charge and whether they 
would include any free spaces is 
something they would get back 
in the proposals from compan¬ 
ies, but he believes the private 
sector is interested. 


City council is slowing plans 
to sell eight sites set aside for 
schools to a company want¬ 
ing to build affordable hous¬ 
ing on them. 

HomeED, an affordable 
housing company the city 
owns, has asked council to 
sell it eight sites set aside for 
schools in Belmont. Dun luce, 
Henderson Estates. Kebeewin, 
La Terle. Lymburn, Ogilvie 
Kidge and Summerlea. 

The sites were once desig¬ 
nated as future schools, but 
were never used and sit sur¬ 
rounded by green space. Pre¬ 
vious surplus school site sales 
have lead to frustration and 
anger from community resi¬ 
dent surprised to be losing 
the space. 

Hut council is worried com¬ 
munity residents haven't bad 
enough time to weigh in. 

The city has a public en¬ 


gagement process underway 
on two of the sites that Ho- 
nieED wants to build on first 
and Coum Michael Walters 
said that should play out be¬ 
fore the city goes ahead with 
the sale. 

"Part of building affordable 
housing successfully in a city 
is making sure there is a fair 
degree of community sup¬ 
port,'" he said. 

That process is expected 
to be complete by early next 
year. 

Mayor Don Iveson said he 
doesn't want the process to 
drag on too long, but he's 
prepared to wait as well. 

“That could be interpreted 
as a fait accompli and we’re 
just checking in,” he said. 
"Because of the sensitivity 
of these sites we do have to 
lest options for people.” 
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Part of building affordable 
housing successfully in a city is 
making sure there is a fair degree 
of community support.

Maturu, of Zimbabwe, out¬ 
lived her own mother, who suc¬ 
cumbed to AIDS and tuberculosis 
along with Maturu's sole sibling, 
a brother who only made it to 
his sixth birthday. 

"It really makes me feel that 
had the Global Fund been in 
Zimbabwe earlier, my mother 
and my younger brother would 
be alive today and 1 wouldn't 
have gone through many chal¬ 
lenges," Maturu said. 

The 24-year-old woman perse¬ 
vered and was in Ottawa in full 
activist mode Tuesday, ahead 


of this weekend's international 
pledging conference in Montreal 
to replenish the Global Fund to 
fight AIDS, tuberculosis and 
Malaria. 

Fame Minister Justin trudeau 
will lead an international cast of 
politicians, philanthropists and 
celebrities, including UN Secre¬ 
tary General Ban Ki-moon. Bill 
and JVIelinda Gates and the Irish 
rock star and activist Bono in an 
attempt to raise S i3 billion to 
carry the fund through its next 
three years. 

Canada already committed 
S7S5 million earlier this spring, 
when Trudeau announced he 
would host the conference. 

The conference will come days 
before Trudeau travels to New 
York, to attend the annual UN 
General Assembly meeting. He 
is expected to give his maiden 
address to the world body. 

Trudeau's office says he will 
be pushing an agenda of u divers- 
ity, human rights, the need for 
gender equality," aimed at fur¬ 
thering the.

‘Sexist’ campus 
game investigated

T he director of Gatineau’s Lliri- 
versile du Quebec en Outaonais 
says he won't stand for sexual 
harassment on his campus after 
a highly sexual game sparked an 
angry backlash last week. 

As part of Lesjeux de la Com¬ 
munication, an annual competi¬ 
tion between francophone uni¬ 
versities. the UQO's team leaders 
circulated a list of t;tsks — called 
the 12 Labours of Hercules — 
that awarded points for things 
like kissing a girl, snapping a 
photo of an exposed bra and tak¬ 
ing part in a wet Tsbirt contest. 

The game was widely con¬ 


demned on social media as per¬ 
petuating rape culture on cam¬ 
pus. The event's three leaders 
have since stepped down. 

University director Denis Htir- 
risson has launched an investiga¬ 
tion into the students' conduct, 
which could mean even heavier 
consequences for the game's 
creators. "Management at UQO 
does not tolerate sexist conduct, 
nor discrimination or sexual ha¬ 
rassment," Hanisson said in a 
statement. "Sexual harassment 
in its various manifestations is 
unacceptable. This commitment 
on our part must be shared by 
teachers, students. stiJF of the 
university and by the associations 
and unions, because we are all 
concerned by this."

Without mentioning Clin¬ 
ton’s health, Obama dove into 
the political fallout of Sunday's 
episode in New York To an audi¬ 
ence of roughly 6,000 support¬ 
ers in downtown Philadelphia, 
Obama argued that Clinton has 
been more transparent in pro¬ 
viding health and financial re¬ 


cords than her rival, as well as 
releasing her past tax returns 
while Trum p refuses to release 
his. 

kven more, he described the

Starbucks ready to 
post calorie counts 


Canada’s appetite for 
exotic meat growing

Fine dining 
restaurants 
drive surge for 
unusual meat 

Once a week Peter Sanagan 
brings a whole wild boar car¬ 
cass to his Toronto butcher 
shop. He divvies it up into 
chops and other cuts, selling 
it to adventurous eaters who 
wander into the Kensington 
Market store. 

While more familiar meats 
like beef and pork account 
for up to 90 per cent of sales 
at Sanagan's Meal Locker, the 
remainder comes from people 
seeking so-called exotic meats 
like wild boar. Game birds aie 
popular, too, “When in season, 
we'll have things ... like pheas¬ 
ants and partridges and squabs, 
wild turkey, 1 * Sanagan says. 

Though exotic meat con¬ 
sumption is not well tracked, 
demand for it appears to be 


rising and some industry in¬ 
siders and watchers say that's 
likely to continue as foodie 
culture grows. 

In Canada, consumption 
of less traditional meats like 
horse, venison, camel, rabbit 
and game grew an average of 
10.6 per cent a year between 
20L0 and 2015, according to 
estimates from market re¬ 
search firm turomonitor inter¬ 
national. 

buromonitor's numbers ex¬ 
clude some meats many would 
consider exotic, like buffalo 


and guinea fowl, which fall 
under different categories it 
tracks. The firm doesn't have 
consumption estimates for 
meats like ostrich, zebra or 
bison. 

bine-dining restaurants are 
the main drivers of these types 
of meats' surge in popularity, 
according to Michael von Mas- 
sow, an assistant professoral 
the University of Guelph's de¬ 
partment of food, agricultural 
and resource economics. 

Diners are seeking a culin¬ 
ary experience they can’t get 


at home, he says. That means 
the nice pasta dishes that im¬ 
pressed a decade ago are out, 
thanks to the Food Network 
churning out home cooks. 

" Restaurants are pushing the 
envelope to try and give us an 
experience, 1 * says von Massow. 

Canadian chefs have been 
experimenting with horse, 
quail, kangaroo and other 
meats. Toronto restaurant The 
Beast, for example, allows cus¬ 
tomers to pick from a list of 
animals, like water buffalo or 
elk, and will create a six-course 
tasting menu rising the whole 
animal. 

But it's not just chefs want¬ 
ing to experiment wbth differ¬ 
ent proteins. 

ihai Komze, director of sales 
for 'ibionto meat distributor La 
benue, says that while his com¬ 
pany mainly supplies exotic 
meats to fine-dining restau¬ 
rants, they do supply some 
of their product to high-end 
butcher shops and privately 
owned grocery' stores. 
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Starbucks customers will soon 
have another consideration be¬ 
sides price when deciding be¬ 
tween that grande and venti — 
calories. The coffee behemoth 
says it's going to start posting 
calorie counts on all its menu 
boards across Canada starting 
Siept. 29, with pastry-case label¬ 
ing to follow on Nose 2. 

“We will be the largest na¬ 
tional retailer to fully provide 
caloric information on menu 
boards in store," said Starbucks 
Canada president Rossann Wil¬ 
liams, w r ho will make the an¬ 
nouncement Wednesday. 

The java chain is getting the 
jump on a new r Ontario menu 
law that takes effect in Janu¬ 
ary. By 2017, all restaurants, 
fast-food locations, movie the¬ 
atres, supermarkets and con¬ 
venience stores that serve hot 
food with 20 or more locations 
in the province must post cal¬ 
orie counts for each item on 
their menus, menu boards, 
on tags in display cases and 
at drive-thrus. 

Seattle-based Starbucks al¬ 
ready made the move in 2013 
in the U.S. 

Another chain that sEarted 
early in Ontario is the Firkin 


Group of Tubs, which released 
a new menu in May that in¬ 
cludes calorie counts Fof each 
dish at its chain of 27 restau¬ 
rants — though the lettering 
is rather tiny. The act says cal¬ 
orie counts must be displayed 
“in at least the same size, font, 
format and prominence as the 
name/price of the standard 
food item.'" 

Major chains including Mc¬ 
Donald's Canada, Cineplex and 
Lara foods — which owns 
Swiss Chalet. Harvey’s, Mon¬ 
tana's. Milestones, Casey’s, 
Biermarkt, Kelsey’s. New York 
Fries, Prime i^iibs and Fast Side 
Mario's — have confirmed that 
they are working on it and will 
be compliant by January.

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EMMA TEITEL ON MILLENNIALS' JOB WOES 


MP Niki Ashton is in the middle 
of a cross-country tour of sorts, 
hosting town halls on the subject 
of precarious employment, 
listening to the grievances of 
young people from coast to coast 



Earfy last week, on a stormy 
evening in downtown Toronto, 
34-year-old Mew Democrat MP 
Niki, Ashton led a town hall 
discussion about "Precarious 
Work in the Millennial Gen¬ 
eration." 

Ashton, MP for the Mani¬ 
toba riding of Churchill-Kee- 
watinook Asia and is the NDP 
critic for jobs, employment, 
and workplace development, 
spoke to a group of about 4G 
people — most of them under 
40 — in a drab room at the 
United Steelworkers Hall. 

At the back of the room on 
a table near the door, there 
was complimentary coffee in 
self-serve, cardboard carriers 
from a nearby Kri spy Kreme. 
And up front, there was a lot 
of anxiety. 

A nearly broke 30-year-old 
sommelier and waiter lament¬ 
ed the lack of advanced sched¬ 
uling and regulation in his 
industry; "my dream," he said, 
"is to be in the black" 

A woman. w r ho said she 
was there speaking on be¬ 
half of her 20-year-old niece, 
asked Ashton what could be 
done about employers who 
take advantage of their young 
charges. 

And a young man who said 
he worked in the Trump hotel, 
of all places, told a story of bad 
bosses and worse luck. 

Almost everyone sought 
lower tuition fees, a SI5 or S20 
minimum wage and an end to 
a culture of trappy contracts 
for young people that offer no 
senility. 

.Some Liked the idea of 
"floating benefits," a dental

plan, for example, that fol¬ 
lows a person from job to job. 
Others, in traditional NDP 
fashion, wanted everything 
a nd more; an overhaul of the 
system as we know it 
Ashton took notes and 
like a northern Obama, she 
thanked "folks" for sharing. 
Rut she couldn’t and can't — 
at least not yet — ofter any¬ 


thing in the way of a policy 
antidote to their woes. 

This is because the MP is in 

the middle of a crass-country 

tour of sorts, hosting town 
halls on the subject of precar¬ 
ious employment, listening to 
the grievances of young people 
from Halifax to the West Cloast 
who feel they will never he 
able to settle down, have kids 
or {the biggest long shot, espe¬ 
cially in Toronto and Vancou¬ 
ver) buy a hots.se. 

Ashton will present the 
f i u cl i ngs of her tour — and, 
she hopes, some policy solu¬ 
tions to the problem of pre¬ 
carious employment — at a 
forum in Ottawa at the end of 
October. 

The MP sat down with me 
the morning after she led the 
town hall in Toronto, and 
though she couldn’t tell me in 


specific terms how she would 
make life better for the 1&-34 
demographic, she did tell me 
this: In order to achieve any 
meaningful change, we need 
to first dismantle the popular 
stereotypes that millennia Is 
are "Ia7y” and “disinterested.’’ 

"This requires a shift in 
mentality,” Ashton said, high 
lighting the feet that after she 


writes about precarious labour 
on social media, "I still have 
to go on my own politician 
Farebook page and erase com¬ 
ments like, ’Qh get a job." 1 

The narrative of the ingrate 
millennial is so entrenched in 
our culture, she said, it turns 
up in places where people 
should really know better. 

For example, Ashton told 
me that in the spring, she was 
at a committee meeting on 
employment insurance when 
a witness "went on and on 
about how millennia Is just 
don’t want to work” 

"This person made refer¬ 
ence to some guy bringing his 
mom to a job interview, 11 Ash¬ 
ton said, "and even though the 
meeting was about El and not 
tliis one guy, this is what my 
colleagues on both aisles chose 
to hook onto,” 


There was no evidence, she 
said, as to who "this guy" was 
or whether he was representa¬ 
tive of a larger group of lazy 
people his age, and yet some 
of the older policy-makers in 
the room determined time 
"this was a real problem.” 

Yes, apparently, our elected 
officials, just like your crotch¬ 
ety uncle, enjoy slwritig stories 
about that "one guy” who just 
so happens to confirm every¬ 
thing wrong with kids these 
days. 

The funny thing, however, 
is that Ashton — a member 
of Gen Y, albeit an old one 
{her contemporaries include 
Nicki Minaj, 33, and Drake, 

29 ) — has been character¬ 
ized as a stereotypically flaky 
atid hypersensitive millennia! 
herself! 

This was evident when she 
took a day trip to the cam¬ 
paign offices of Bemie Sanders 
earlier this year, and was more 
or less characterized in the 
press as a kid playing hooky 
to see a rock concert, "1 guess 
I hit a slow news day," she re¬ 
called, "Because everybody and 
their dog was into it," 

And who can forget Elbow- 
gate in May, when Ashton 
made the ill-advised and, 
frankly, absurd suggestion that 
Trudeau's accidental elbow¬ 
ing of a fellow MP oil the floor 
of the House of Commons 
contributed to an unsafe work¬ 
place tor women. 

In the end, then, Ashton 
isn’t just battling negative per¬ 
ceptions about an entire gen¬ 
eration. but negative percep¬ 
tions about herself, too. 

Site hopes, however, that by 
making the Issue of precarious 
millennial labour official, via 
"town halls" like the one she 
conducted last week, older 
leaders and perliaps the public 
at large will have a change of 
heart, 

I hope so, too,

unfairly applied to women

Hillary Clinton is the leEtst 
likable Democratic presi¬ 
dential candidate in his¬ 
tory. 

So we've been continu¬ 
ally told. [And unfortu¬ 
nately there are no metrics 
attesting to Folk's temper¬ 
ament in 1S44.) 

Likability is one of the 
many traps for women, 
alongside the gender pay 
gap. Others include lack 
of free birth control and 
9S types of volumizing 
mascara. The reasons that 
Clinton scores low on like- 
ability can seem important 
and serious, and yet those 
reasons are entirely gen¬ 
dered. 

In a post for Humans of 
New York, she writes about 
learning to keep her feel¬ 
ings in check: “I had to 
learn as a young woman 
to control my emotions. 
And that's a hard path to 
walk, Because you need to 
prolect yourself, you need 
to keep steady, but at the 
same time you don't warn 
to seem walled off.'" 

Ever since, Hillary, like 
many women, has been 
adding bricks to ihe wall 
around her emotions. It’s a 
familiar trope. For women 
who work with men, pro¬ 
tecting emotions are also 
about protecting yourself 
from the feelings — anger 
among them — of men. If 
Ginger Rogers did every¬ 
thing Fred Astaire did but 
backwards and in heels, 
then she probably never 
showed how much it hurt 


or told him when ideas 
were actually hers, 

Likability is a lie 
wrapped in data that says 
very little about the kind 
of leader you might be gel¬ 
ling. With enough media 
training and staged affa¬ 
bility, even the Termin¬ 
ator could achieve a Sort 
Of Dennis the Menuce-like 
charm. 

When applied to female 
politicians, likability takes 
a dangerous turn. It takes 
so little for a woman to be¬ 
come a “bitch," but there's 
hardly an equivalent term 
for men. (Go on, think of a 
word. I'll wait.) 

A woman has to take the 
right tone, wear the right 
Clothes, laugh at the jokes 
of men who truly aren’t 
funny and allow others to 
lake her ideas. Countless 
advice books leach women 
how Lo make themselves 
smaller and more palat¬ 
able. And most of those 
books are written by white 
women. What's one lo do 
if one's hair is different or 
if it's covered? What about 
larger ladies or those who 
weren’t born women? 

Likability doesn't get 
things done. If it did, 

Tom Hanks would be 
president. 

In over forty years of 
public life, Clinton has 
gotten things done. Saying 
Hillary is the least likable 
candidate sounds to me 
like saying, “She’s the can¬ 
didate most like a success¬ 
ful woman.”

Garcia Bernal plays a wiry, 
mustachioed cop hunting 
down the communist poet — 
who at the time was wanted 
for a [Test — all the while do¬ 
ing a bit of soul searching of 
his own. The result is a mel¬ 
odic game of cat and mouse, 
with beautiful Chile as the 
backdrop. 

Larrain says the cop char¬ 
acter wasn't included in the 
original treatment of the film 
when they set out to write it 
five years ago, 

“1 said to my brother (pro¬ 


ducer Juan de Dios Larrain I we 
can’t make this movie, forget 
it. We can't make a donidraina 
or, like, a Sunday night show 
about Neruda, it would be im¬ 
possible. So we brought in the 
cop and that's when the fun 
started: the friction between 
two characters.* 

It's a reunion for the three 


who worked together on bar- 
ram's 2012 film, No, in which 
Garcia Bernal played an ad 
executive out to persuade Chil¬ 
eans to vote L No' against dic¬ 
tator Angus to Pinochet in the 
19S3 plebiscite. 

Both Garcia Bernal and Lar¬

“He was a communist; he 
was an expert on food; a col¬ 
lector; he was expert on crime 
novels; he loved women. And 
he was probably one of the 
most important writers of our 
language,* Larrain says.

in any segment, there are always 
outliers at the extremes of the 
spectrum, while Ehe majority 
sit somewhere in the middle. 

The GMC Acadia and its plat¬ 
form twins were at the larger 
end of the spectrum, with one 
of the bigger footprints and in¬ 
teriors in the “midsize' 1 cross¬ 
over segment. 

That is all about to change. 

GM is spreading out its range, 
with GMC inheriting this smaller 
midsize platform from the Cad¬ 
illac X"T5 and delivering prop¬ 
er five-seat compacts like the 
Envision, while Chevrolet and 
Buick are sticking with larger 
midsizers like the current Tra¬ 
verse and Enclave. 

With the Acadia shrinking, 
logic dictates that the Terrain 
will similarly shrink to retain the 
same sparing between models 
in the GMC lineup. 

With the 2017 GMC Acadia, 
GM is targeting the middle, and 
perhaps even going to the oppos¬ 
ite extreme, chopping about IS 
centimetres from its length and 
wheelbase. Its now shorter than 
anything in the segment except 
the Kia Sorento, and one of the 
narrowest) as well. 

The size reduction has re¬ 
sulted in huge weight savings 


and added maneuverability, 
which offers huge benefits in 
the fuel efficiency and handling 
departments, and with a smaller 
turning radius, it is now far bet¬ 
ter suited for city life. 

While it's no MINI, the far 
more compact footprint w r as 
a relief when driving through 
Vancouver, E.C., a city with no¬ 
toriously narrow lanes and tight 
mads. 

GMC is able to offer a more 
modest powertrain option in 
addition to a V6, which was the 
only way to get the previous gen¬ 
eration, This engine is new to 
GMC. but previous experience in 
other GM models equipped with 
the same powertrain sbow r ed its 
smoothness and power should 
be good for the Acadia’s much 
more modest weight. 

The drive from Whistler to 
Vancouver was a perfect route to 
see the cylinder deactivation in 
action, as the descents allowed 
the engine to take it easy and 
only run on four pots. 

Of course, it was the ascent 
that proved the real value of 
the V6. making easy work of 
any steep climbs. and living up 
to GM's refinement claims as it 
quietly went about its business 
even when accelerating hard up 
an incline. 

We did not test the towing 
capacity, but the power certainly 
felt sufficient, while its balanced, 
stable ride also should contribute 
to comfortable trailering. Even 
the steering is much improved, 
appropriately light

Terry Fox won no races nor set 
any Canadian running records. 
There wasn't a frame of refer¬ 
ence in 1980 For an above-the- 
knee amputee running almost 
a marathon daily on an artificial 
leg for 143 consecutive days. 

An exhibit unveiled Tuesday 
at Canada's Sports Hall of fame 
in Calgary just days away from 
his namesake run would have 
meant a lot to Terry Fox. says 
younger brother Darrell. 

Terry Fox saw his Marathon 
of Hope its much of an athletic 
endeavour ns it was a campaign 
to raise money and awareness 
about cancer.. 

“Terry did not crave recogni¬ 
tion for himself. In fact he ran 
away from it,” Darrell said. “He 
did appreciate being recognized 


as an athlete. 

“He thought what he did, 
what he accomplished was an 
athletic feat, but there were no 
benchmarks, no standards. He 
wasn't running against anyone. 
He was running in the greatest 
race of all." 

Fax lost his right leg to bone 
cancer at the age of IS in 1977. 


On April 12.19S0, he dipped 
his prosthetic leg into ocean wat¬ 
ers off of St John's, N.L. to begin 
his cross-Canada run home to 
Vancouver. He was accompan¬ 
ied by 17-year-old Darrell and 
high-school buddy Doug Alward. 

“We were three young guys 
in a stinky Ford van traversing 
the country one mile at a time.’ 1

Darrell recalled. 

“1 was a sponge to what Terry 
was accomplishing, i was witness¬ 
ing it, I was seeing the reaction 
of every day Canadians on the 
side of the road. That's what I 
experience everyday now from 
that next generation who are 
learning the story. They're not 
only learning the story of Terry 
Fox. They’re embracing it." 

The return of cancer to his 
lungs hid ted Fox in Thunder Bay, 
Qnt, after 5.342 kilometres. Fox 
died June 2S, 1981 at age 22, 

The exhibit entitled Terry Foot; 
Running to the Heart of Canada 
and organized by the Canadian 
Museum of History, will remain 
in Calgary until Dec. 31.

Olympians the target of 
agency database hacking 



ANTI-DOPING 

Williams sisters 
and Biles have 
medical data 
leaked online 

Russian hackers have been 
blamed far breaking into a World 
Anti-Doping Agency database 
and posting confidential medical 
data of some American athletes 
online. 

WADA sttid Tuesday the attack 
— which targeted some female 
members of the U.S. team which 
competed at the Rio de Janeiro 
Olympics — was earned out by a 
" Russian cyber espionage group" 
called Fancy hears. 

Tennis players Venus and Se¬ 
rena Williams and teenage gym¬ 
nast Simone Biles were among 
those targeted. 

Riles was revealed to have 
been taking medicine for Atten¬ 
tion Deficit Hyperactivity Dis¬ 
order. The hacker group had 
accused her of taking an "illicit 
psycho-stimulant,” but she said 
she had “always followed the 
rules* 

The hackers revealed records 
of Therapeutic Use Exemptions” 
!TUEs|i which allow athletes to 
use substances that are banned 
unless there is a verified med¬ 
ical need. 

WADA previously wanted of 
cyberattacks after investigators it 
appointed published repons into 
Russian state-sponsored doping. 

"These criminal acts are great¬ 
ly compromising the effort by the 
global anti-doping community 
to re-establish trust in Russia* 
WADA director general Olivier 


Niggli said in a statement. 

WADA said it “extended its 
investigation with the relevant 
law' enforcement authorities.’' 

List month, hackers obtained 
a database password for Rus¬ 
sian runner Yuliya Stepanova, a 
whistleblower and key witness 
for the WADA investigations. 
She and her husband, a former 
official with the Russian national 
anti-doping agency, are now liv¬ 
ing at an undisclosed location in 


North America. 

A spokesman for Russian state 
President Vladimir Putin rejected 
WADA s statement blaming Rus¬ 
sian hackers as unfounded. 

“There can be no talk about 
any official or government in¬ 
volvement, any involvement of 
Russian agencies in those ac¬ 
tions. It's absolutely out of the 
question.’ 1 spokesman Dmitry 
Peskov said. “Such unfounded 
accusations don't befit any or¬ 


ganization. if they aren't backed 
by substance* 

The International Olympic 
Committee said it “strongly 
condemns such methods which 
clearly aim at tarnishing the 
reputation of clean athletes* 
"The IOC can confirm however 
that the athletes mentioned did 
not violate any anti-doping rules 
during the Olympic Carnes Kio 
2016,* the Olympic body said. 

The top American anti-doping 
official said it was “unthinkable’' 
to try to smear athletes who fol¬ 
lowed the rules and did nothing 
wrong. 

“The cyber-bullying of inno¬ 
cent athletes being engaged in by 
these hackers is cowardly and de¬ 


spicable, ,r said 1 fa vis Tygart, CEO 
of the U.S. Anti-Doping Agency. 

The president of the governing 
body of tennis cautioned against 
“unjustified conclusions” being 
drawm from exemptions it ap¬ 
proved. 

The name “Fancy Bears” ap¬ 
pears to be a tongue-in-cheek ref¬ 
erence to a collection of hackers 
which many security researchers 
have long associated with Russia. 

In a statement posted to its 
website early Tuesday, the group 
proclaimed its allegiance to An¬ 
onymous , the loose-knit move¬ 
ment of online mischief-makers, 
and said it hacked WADA to show 
the world “bow Olympic medals
